Discussion
Hawaii Administrative Rules ("HAR") § 6-80-123,

governing the discontinuance of a fully or partially competitive
telecommunications service, states in part:

Abandonment oxr discontinuance of fully or
partially competitive service. . (a) A
telecommunications carrier intending or seeking to
abandon or ‘discontinue offering or providing a
fully or partially competitive service -shall,
not later than thirty days before the

- proposed date of abandonment or discontinuance,
provide a written notice of its intent to the
commission, the consumer advocate, and its
affected customers. . . . :

(b) The commission may:

(1) Allow the proposed  abandonment or
discontinuance of service to take effect
on such reasonable terms and conditions
that it deems are in the = public
interest|.]

The commission: (1} approves the voluntary surrender of
Petitioner's COA; and (2) waives the customer notificatibn
requirement set forth in HAR § 6-80-123(a), as Petitioner
represents that it has no Hawaii-based customers to notify of its

discontinuance of operator services.
